The Designated Authority under the Customs Tariff Act, 
1975 as amended in 1982 received a written complaint from 
If/s. Synthetic & Chemicals Ltd., vide their letters dated 21st 
February, 1992 read with letters dated 3rd April, 1992 and 
13th July, 1992, accounting for over 90 percent of the domes- 
:ic production of Styrene Butadiene Rubber (SBR) and stated 
o constitute a major portion of India’s production of the pro- 
)uct in question. The complaint contained prima facie evi¬ 
dence of dumping of the product contented originating in the 
Republic of Korea and Japan. 

The Designated Authority accordingly announced by a pub¬ 
lic notice dated t?th August, 1992 in the Gazette of India the 
initiation of an anti-dumping proceeding contenting imports 
into India of Styrene Butadiene Rubber falling under H. S. 
Customs Heading No. 40021901, 40021902, 40021909 and 
*0021100 originating in the Republic of Korea and Japan. 

_ The Designated Authority officially advised the exporters and 
the representatives of the exporting countries of 'the complaint 
and gave the parties directly concerned the opportunity to 
make their views known in writing and to request a hearing. 

The complainant stated that they were forced to offer huge 
ducounts to major buyers and even with this huge discounts 
their sales volume was dipping lower.. . 

The foreign exporting concerns namely Japan Synthetic 
Rubber Company Ltd., Tokyo. Mitsui and Company, Korea 
Kumho Petro Chemicals Company Ltd., Seoul, Korea fur¬ 
nished comments in response to the communication addres¬ 
sed to them. 

The period of investigation covered imports from 1st Jan¬ 
uary to 31st July, 1992. 

Anti-dumping investigation requires examination of dumping 
injury to the domestic industry and a causal l-’nk b tween the 
two. The information submitted by the domestic industry and 
received from the foreign exporters has been analysed. 
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The installed capacity of M/s, Synthetic and Chemicals Ltd. 
during 1988-89 to 1990-91 (ApnI-March) was 33,000 MT only 
per annum. During 1991-92, it has been stated that the ins¬ 
talled capacity has gone up to 41,000 MX. The annual report 
of the company for the year 1991 92 states that "the first phase 
of implementation of SBR expansion to 70,000 MTPA is under 
progress. Civil work at site is m progress. All critical plants 
and machinery imported as well as indigenous has been or¬ 
dered. Some of the imported machinery has started arriving at 
the site. The erection of plant is expected to start in Octo¬ 
ber, 1992 and the project is scheduled to be commissioned in 
the latter half of 1993.” It is not clear from the report as 
to when during 1991-92 the installed capacity increased to 
41,000 MT, 

The capacity utilisation of (he company as a percentage of 
the installed capacity was 108 percent in 1988-89, d05 percent 
in 1989-90 and 316 percent in 1990-91. The capacity utili¬ 
sation during 1991-92 works out to 88 percent by taking the 
installed capacity at 41,000 MT for the full year. On the other 
hand the capacity utilisation at the installed capacity of 33,000 
MT works out to 109 percent. 


MT during 1990-91 and to Rs, 49,865 MX during 1991-92. 
During these three years, the Quantity sold by the domestic 
industry was 36,309 MT; 37,672 MT; and 35,320 MT res¬ 
pectively. Styrene Butadiene Rubber accounts for a turnover 
of over 99 percent of M/s, Synthetic & Chemicals Ltd. The 
turnover on account of SBR increased from Rs, 140 crores 
in 1989-90 to Rs, (74 crores in 1990-9,1 and to Rs. 200 crores 
m 3991-92. 

The closing stocks of SBR with M/s. Senthetie«V lC hemicals 
lid. at the end of the financial years 1989-90, 1990-91, and 
1991-92 was equivalent to its production of 9 days, 12 days 
and 20 days respectively which was within reasonable limits. 

The financial results of M /&, Synthetic & Chemicals Ltd, 
show increase in the profit before taxes from Rs. 6.75 crores 
in 1990-91 to Rs. 12.52 crores during 1991-92 and profit 
after taxes increased from Rs 5.47 crores to Rs. 10,22 crores 
during (be same period.

Taking into account the informalion made available by the. 
domestic industry and other interested parties, the Designated 
Authority has come to the conclusion that import of SBR 
has neither caused nor has threatened to cause material in¬ 
jury to the domestic industry be,, M/s, Synthetic & Chemicals 
Ltd. The domestic Industry has been able to increase its 
selling price, ft. is engaged in the expansion of installed capa- 
city as the current installed capacity is below the demand, and 
consequently for meeting the gap between demand and avail¬ 
ability, imports are necessary. 


The consumption of SBR in the country during 1988-89 
and 1989-90 was placed aroi ma 39 000 MT and during; 
3990-91 and 1991-92 around 45,000 MT, thus increasing by 
around 15 percent during 1990-92 over 1988-90, 

The sales realisation of M/s. Svnthetic and Chemicals Ltd. 
increased from Rs. 32,604 MT during 1989*90 to Rs. 39.010 


In view of the foregoing, the anti dumping investigation con¬ 
cerning import of SBR originating from the Republic of Korea 
and Japan has been terminated.
